Arara, 
Araraquara and Itagiba, were at- 
tacked on the Brazilian coast while 
traveling in coastal commerce. They 

‘were carrying military and civil 
passengers and merchandise for 
Northern Brazilian ports. 

There is no way to deny that 
Germany and Italy practiced war 
acts against Brazil, creating a bel- 
ligerent situation which we are.

Eliminated 


One-Seventh of 3351 Loading Points in St. 
Louis and County—aAction Taken to Save 
Power, Speed Transportation. 


The Public Service Co. will start 
temorrow on the job of eliminat- 
ing 467 of the 3351 stops made by, 
street cars on 24 lines that serve 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
the company and Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C. 
Meyers announced yesterday. 

Stops to be eliminated amount 
to 13.93 per cent, or- nearly one- 
seventh, of all the stops now made. 
Company officers said the elimin- 
ations were being made at thé re- 
quest of the Office of Defense 
Transportation. 

The program is expected to con- 
serve electric power, as starting 
requires extra current, it was said. 
The company has no figures on the 
amount of power to be saved. 

Furthermore, the fewer number 
of stops are calculated to speed 
schedules. -Public Service execu- 
tives said the recent elimination of 
about 800 bus stops had increased 
materially the speed and efficiency 
of bus transportation. The bus 
stops were dropped partly to con- 
serve tires and gasoline. . 

It is estimated that one day will 
be required to rearrange the sched- 
ule on each street car line. The 
rearrangement on all 24 lines will 
take about a month. 

The stops to be eliminated were 
determined by engineers of the 
company’s traffic department, 
working with the city Department 
of Streets and Sewers. 

On nine lines the average. dis- 


tance between stops, after the 
changes, will be 587 feet, and on 
nine others the average distance 
will be 754 feet. Average distance 
between stops will vary from 480 
feet to 660 feet on the remaining 
lines.

MARINES INFLICTING 
BIG LOSSES ON FOE

PEARL HARBOR, Aug. 22 
(AP).—The United States Marines 


are settling scores with the Jap- 
anese by wide margins, taking 
the lives of 22 of the enemy for 
each marine killed in recent ac- 
tions in the Solomons. 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
United States Pacific fleet com- 
mander, translated into words the 
actions of the Marines, who met 
the Japanese last Wednesday and 
Thursday in bitter engagements. 

In the Wednesday action, Ad- 
miral Nimitz’s' communique said, 
a Japanese detachment of 92 men 
and officers fought “until the last 
man was dead,” while the Ma- 
rines’ losses were only six killed 
and 138 wounded, 

That night, the Marines detected 
a well-equipped force of 700 Jap- 
anese which had landed from 
speed boats on an. island beach 
with the intention of hewing their 
way through American lines. 
When the action ended late Thurs- 
day, 670 of the enemy had died 
and the rest were prisoners, the 
communique said, This victory 
cost the Marines only 28 killed 
and 72 wounded.

Admiralty Pays Rare Tribute to Crew of Ves- 
sel That Probably Destroyed 4 More 
in 25 Mediterranean Patrols. 


LONDON, Aug. 22 (AP).—The 
career of Hig Majesty's Submarine 
Upholdeér, one of the most brilliant 
in the Royal Navy, has ended on 
its twenty-fifth Mediterranean pa- 
trol, the Admiralty disclosed to- 
night in a communique which de- 
parted from the usual restrained 
officig] lan ‘to pay a rare 
tribute to the lost vessel and its 
captain and crew.

Among the ships it was known 
to have destroyed were the large 
and laden Italian Conte 
Rosso, 17,800 tons, and the Nep- 
tunia and Oceania, éach 19,500 
tons.

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Munitions uction increased 
16 per cen month, continu- 
ing recent. months’ expansion in 
the output of planes, guns, tanks, 
ships and other war equipment, 
WPB Chairman Donald M, Nelson 
announced today in his second 
war production report. 

Although progress was uneven, 
and efforts are being directed to- 
ward bringing about balance be- 
tween production items, the WPB 
index of munitions production ad- 
vanced in July to 650 (preliminary) 
—three-and-one-half times as great 
as.in November, 1941, the month 
before Pearl Harbor, upon which 
the index is based. The June in- 
dex (revised) was 303, | 

But July output was 7 per cent 
short of the production forecasts 
made on the first of the month. 
It was, nevertheless, an improve- 
ment over June performance, -in- 
dicating that progress is being 
made in working up toward sched- 
uled objectives. 

In brief, the score on war pro- 
duction for July (measured by the 
index) was as follows: 

July Score In Brief. 

Aircraft production: up 11 per 

cent over June. 

Ordnance production: up 26 
per cent over June, 

Naval ship production: up 22 

per cent over June. 

Merchant ship tonnage: up 6 

per cent over June. 

“The big job ahead of us right 
now,” said Mr. Nelson, “is to bring 
our program into balance and 
make sure that we use our mate- 
rials and facilities as wisely as 
possible. This is one of the prin- 
cipal ‘tasks on which the WPB 
is engaged. We must make sure 
that we produce promptly those 
most important fighting weapons 
the services must have; but in ad- 
dition, we.must speed up the slow 
items and slow down some of the 
fast ones so that the unbalance 
which now marks part of the pro- 
gram is brought into adjustment. 

“This means that We must re- 
double our efforts, particularly on 
the low spots, if we are to make 
our goals by the year’s end, and the 
recent realignment of WPB, plus 
the further development of sched- 
uling and use of the production re- 
quirements plan—now our basic de- 
vice for controlling industrial oper- 
ations—are all designed to help 
us do this job. 

“The War Department, Navy De- 
partment and Maritime Commis- 
‘sion thus far have scheduled pro- 
duction semi-independently. This 
has resulted in some scheduling 
ahead of over-all productive ca- 
pacity. Forecasts of production 
have been increased several times. 
Now, since it will be a difficult 
task to meet all schedules, it is 
more than ever necessary to recon- 
cile our needs with our resources, 
necessitating the adjustment of 
schedules, reducing some and, per- 
haps,*increasing others. 

“Continuing month-to-month in- 
creases in munitions production, 
despite difficulties in the supply 
of some raw materials and semi- 
finished products, reflects the de- 
termination of the American people 
to overcome all obstacles. Avail- 
able statistics show that plant 
shutdowns and stoppages so far 
are only sporadic, not general. Any 
inference that the war effort as 
a whole is slowing down is unwar- 
ranted, although difficulties in 
maintaining such large monthly 
increases will become greater as 
we approach maximum output. 
This will mean increased planning, 
increased effort, and firm use of 
the production controls and ma- 
terials controls that have been de- 
veloped. 

“Study of the results reveals that 
production ig uneven in relation 
to schedules. In some cases July 
production outstripped the fore 
casts; in others the forecasts were 
not approached, Even within cer- 
tain categories, such as ordnance, 
we find unequal progress as be- 
tween various types of equipment. 
Particularly is it important,to keep 
the production of finished weapons 
and their component parts in step. 

“Analysis of these factors sug- 
gests that the war production ef- 
fort has entered a new phase, one 
in which more carefii] balancing 
of requirements will become in- 
creasingly important. For a long- 
range solution, there must be a 
close, effective control of the flow 
of materials and a comprehensive 
system of production dntrol, to 
make certain that the right ma- 
terials get to the right places at 
the right time. - 

“This does not involve a reduc- 
tion of our major programs. It 
will mean that while we expand 
thé production of raw materials, 
we shall have to limit the produc- 
tion of some items which are easy 
to make, At the same time, we 
shal have to exercise care that 
production of vital weapons needed 
right now continyes to increase. 

“This problem will become less 
serious as production of basic ma- 
terials increases. Substantial ex- 
pansion programs are being pushed 
in such vital materials as steel, 
rubber, aluminum, magnesium and 
copper. The situation will be eased 
also by increased attention to sal- 
vage, to controlling the flow of 
materials and by tighter schedul- 
ing of military items, 

“New problems will arise, but the 
fact that production continues to 
climb should give assurance that 
those responsible for war produc- 
tion recognize their problems, are 
facing them as they appear, and 
are finding the answers. 

“The rea] test of what our indus- 
trial machine is doing is how much 
are we turning out—what are we 
producing. So far, we are running 
at a rate three and one-half times 
as great as during the month be- 
fore Pearl Harbor; the rest of the 
year will tell the story.” 

Taken item by item, the July 
picture of war production follows: 


Aircraft production increased in 


July, 11 per cent over June output. | 
Although combat plane production 
rose 6 per cent, it was not up to 
expectations. For the next few 
months, aircraft production is not 
expected to reach the production 
planned earlier in the year, due in 
part to the difficulty of balancing 
sO vast a program. Vigorous ef- 
forts are being made to improve 
this condition, and production in 
the later part of the year is ex- 
pected to show a marked increase. 


| ORDNANCE. 

Over-all ordnance production in 
July increased 26 per cent over 
June output and was very close to 
schedules, 

Production of medium tanks 

(measured numerically) was 35 per 
cent greater than in the previous 
month and considerably ahead of 
schedules, 
Light tanks showed a somewhat 
smaller percentage of gain—15 per 
cent—but also were ahead of sched- 
ules. 

The production of anti-aircraft 
guns leaped upward, one class of 
guns showing a gain of 64 per 
cent in production, while output 
of another class shot upward 50 
per cent—both of them exceeding 
schedules by a wide margin. 

The production of ammunition 
and explosives also was in excess 
of goals set at the beginning of 
the month, with exceptions in a 
few classifications. 

The record on heavy artillery 
was mixed, some classes of these 
weapons showing much better 
gains than others. Some types ex- 
pected to come into production dur- 
ing the month failed to do so, 

MERCHANT SHIPS. 

The Maritime Commission report- 
ed the delivery during July of 71 
merchant vessels weighing 791,667 
deadweight tons, compared with 67 
vessels of 747,900 deadweight tons 
in June—an increase of almost 6 
per cent, and nearly on schedule 
for the month.

IGNS are piling up fast that the United States is forging a power- 

ful new tool for the arsenal it must have for victory—a silent- 

striking fleet of motorless airplanes such as Hitler. showed the 
world in May, 1941, when his troop-carrying gliders swarmed — on 
Crete in the first all-air offensive operation. 

The Army and Navy have given only a few hints on the dimensions 
of the fOree they are building, but the Army has said enough about its 
training program to make it clear that the aim is real mass production 
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to be an actuality. 

We are very late. It is as if we 
were to discover that our enemy 
had devised the tank and put it 
into action in tremendous force 
while we had none. It would be 
up to us; if we hoped to stay in the 
fight, to learn to build and operate 
tanks too. We would start almost 
from scratch to do the thing the 
enemy had done through all the 
long years of peace. We have 
made a start on gliders, and a good 
one, 

For effective offensive opera- 
tions we will have to have mastery 
of the air, and we must use our 
gliders in the dark, with absolute 
surprise. When a glider is freed 
by its towing plane three miles 
high it can travel 30 miles before 
it comes to earth. Devices to de- 
tect heat and sound are useless 
against it because it has no engine. 
Because the glider lands at 30 to 35 
miles an hour, stopping in little 
more than its own length after it 
hits the ground, it can put down 
troops and supplies with minimum 
chance of injury. 

The Germans have given a sam- 
ple of the tight fighting unit a 
glider can carry into enemy terri- 
tory. In Crete their gliders dis- 
charged squads of eight or 10 men 
with rifles, tommyguns, light ma- 
chine guns, either a heavy machine 
gun or a light mortar, ammunition 
and two radio sets. Bigger gliders 
can of course move more men and 
heavier equipment—and the ex- 
perts see nothing to prevent con- 
struction of craft with wing-spread 
far greater than the 80 feet which 
seems to have been the average in 
the Crete air armada. Last winter 
the Russians said they found be- 
hind thein lines a Nazi glider cap- 

ble of carrying 150 men. 

Against Invasion. 


} talked about gliders and war 
n St. Louis one day with Gill 


Robb Wilson, president of the Na- 


tional Aeronautical Association and 
organizer of the Civil Air Patrol. 
Wilson was particularly impressed 
with the glider as defense against 
invasion of our country.

Jack Laister of St. Louis, 


To a marked degree typical of ' 


the designers and engineers on 
this job is Jack Laister, president 
of Laister-Kauffmann. What dis- 
tinguishes this quiet, reserved en- 
gineer from his associates in glid- 
er-making is his youth—he won't 
be 29 until next fall. But a glance 
at his career, brief as it is, is in- 
structive if you wonder how such 
a youngster can be turned loose on 
a job of vital military ‘mportance. 

Laister is utterly and complete- 
ly a product of the air age, one 
of the first of the breed to rise to 
prominence in the design and man- 
ufacture of aircraft. Planes have 
never been new and strange things 
to him. Almost as soon as he 
learned to’ manipulate his fingers 
he had them busy on model planes, 
and before he was out of high’ 
school in Wyandotte, Mich., he 
had built and flown his first glid- 
er and joined the first high-school 
soaring club in the United States. 
It was a natural sequence that he 
should go on to study aeronauti- 
cal engineering at Lawrence Tech, 
in Highland Park, Mich., where he 
used his spare time from school 
and a night laboratory job to or- 
ganize a college glider club. He 
taught the other members to fly, 
helped them build six or seven 
gliders and was on the two-man 


‘team that won the intercollegiate 


gliding contest in 1936. In his 


‘last year at Lawrence Tech, he de- 


signed and built a high-perform- 
ance glider,.the Yankee Doodle,

Laister was approached by some 
gentlemen of Japan, who offered 
to pay him an attractive sum for 
the design and first glider of a type 
they wanted, but he turned them 
down. 

German Start, U. 8S. Lag. 

It was the Treaty of Versailles 
that gave Germany such a terrific 
lead in gliders. It was no secret 
that the Germans took to the air 
on silent wings when the peace 
stripped them of most of their 
power: planes, but the rest of the 
world drew only the obvious con- 
clusion that here were a lot of 
flyers who might some day go into 
a military air force.’ The gliders 
were only toys, lead soldiers for 
beardless coloneis. 


So the punch packed by the 
glider itself in the 10-day knockout 
of Crete staggered nearly every- 
body. In this country, only a 
month before, Secretary of War 
Stimson and Assistant Secretary of 
Navy Bard had written to a Sen- 
ate committee that they saw no 
merit in a proposal the committee 
was considering for a Government 
program for training glider pilots. 
“Flight training in gliders or sail- 
planes as a preliminary step in 
power-plane training is of doubtful 
value , .” gaid Stimson, “The 
effects ...on the national defense 
would appear to be a secondary 
consideration.” Bard wrote that by 
Navy experiments “it was def- 
initely determined that the inclu- 
sion of glider training in the flight 
syllabus was not worth while.” 

Senator Pat McCarran of Ne- 
vada, who was pushing the train- 
ing bill, read these letters to the 
Senate while gliders were swarm- 
ing on Crete. He told his col- 
leagues that the Army Air: Forces 
had been much interested in troop- 
carrying gliders as early as the pre- 
ceding January and had asked de- 
signers and manufacturers to pre- 
pare plans for such gliders and es- 
timate their cost. 

Our Goal Enunciated. 

Whatever the official attitude be- 
fore, it was clear from Crete on 
that gliders were to have a big 
place in American armament plans. 
At the National Soaring Contest at 
Elmira in July, 1941, Maj. Gen. 
(now Lieut. Gén.) Henry H. Ar- 
nold, Chief of the Army Air Forces, 
promised that the nation would 
have a glider force second to none 
and said the objective in craft was 
“possibly thousands, each capable 
of carrying at least 15 men each.” 

This goal is altogether impres- 
sive when it is realized that at the 
time it was enunciated the Army 
was taking possession of its first 
glider, a two-place trainer. A 
small staff headed by Lieut. Col. 
Frederick R, Dent has been work- 
ing heroically for nearly a year to 
fulfill it. Theirs was the inordi- 
nately difficult job of creating 
facilities for mass production of 
gliders, large and small, by an in- 
dustry which had before not even 
been making very many small ones.

Main, a Canadian railway engi- 
neer who took leave to use his ex- 
pert knowledge of prairie water 
in the propagation of ducks, was 


speaking for the benefit of a “mil- 
lion itchy trigger fingers and a 
million imaginations that picture 
their owners slipping on the wad- 
ers and the old hunting coat and 
heading for the duck blind.” 

“For a decade,” he wrote, “old 
Dame Nature played the ducks for 
suckers, with disaster to millions 
of helpless little quackers. Each 
spring, she furnished millions of 
shallow bodies of water, from half 
an acre to 10,000 scres in area, all 
through the prairie and parkland 
country. 

“She made these attractive with 
alluring abundance of minute 
aquatic animal life which duck- 
lings must have during their first 
six weeks of life in order to sur- 
vive.” 

Then, says Main, Dame Nature 
changed from Dr. Jekyll to a 
demon Mrs. Hyde. A couple of 
weeks before the new duck chil- 
dren could fly, the water evap- 
orated and left broods high and 
dry. This started a trek of 
“downie proteges” and their 
mothers looking for water. Fre- 
quently, coyotes or skunks got 
them en route. More often they 
died of exhaustion and thirst. 
In this manner between 15 and 30 
millions perished each year. 

But this year is different. 

“Heavy precipitation (plus high 
humidity and low evaporation) pre- 
vented this annual disaster,” Main 
said, “excepting in a portion of the 
southwest corner of Saskatchewan 
and the southeast corner of Al- 
berta. There, about 90 per cent 
of the surface water evaporated 


before ducklings could fly.” 


Hunters along the American flyways, waiting for the new and 
longer season this year, can bank on that, for it comes from Tom 
Main, Canadian manager of Ducks Unlimited, in a recent letter to 
St. Louisan Samuel C. Davis, chairman of the Missouri committee of 


The total result is many. millions 
of ducks are now on the wing (or 
shortly will be), getting fatter and 
fatter every day and learning the 
proper technique of coming in to 
the marsh at angles and at times 
to fool the hunter and at speeds 
that make him shoot about 10 feet 
behind them. 

“They also must learn,” the 
Ducks Unlimited expert said, “to 
distinguish between the call of a 
girl friend and that of a hunter 
imitating their lady love. Of 
course, too, they must memorize the 
sunrise and sunset table for 70 
days—so as not to be caught off 
base. Graduation takes place about 
the middle of September. Then 
they grab their diplomas and head 
South.” 

A feature of the duck crop 
this year is that birds are well 
distributed throughout the whole 
Canadian duck producing coun- 
try, reports have shown. 

“For that reason and because 
there are no large ‘regions short 
of water, it is probable that the 
birds will flow South this fall 
without missing any duck hunting 
states,” Main declared, Certain 
states that have been short of 
ducks for several seasons should 
get many more this fall, and not 
at the expense of other states that 
have been luckier in the past. 

D. U. duck factories have pro- 
duced a record crop this summer, 
Main pointed out. No losses from 
drouth, flooding or fire have been 
recorded on the 77 D. U. projects 
and predator losses have been ex- 
tremely small. 

Generally, however, crows and 
magpies took a heavier toll than 
they have for years and Main be- 
lieves that soon or later something 
heroic must be done to bring these 
predators under control.

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Bombardier Who 


Brings Crippled Bomber Back Safe 


Failed as Pilot 


Flying Fortress Co-Pilot Killed and Pilot 
Badly Hurt, Lieutenant Takes Strange 
Controls and Lands Ship in England. 


By WES GALLAGHER 

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
BOMBER COMMAND IN BRIT- 
AIN, Aug. 22 (AP).—A young Fior- 
ida bombardier who “washed out 
of flying school” and a half-con- 
scious pilot with his arm nearly 
torn off emerged as the heroes 
today of the North Sea sky battle 
which saw American Flying Fort- 
resses shoot down or damage 12 
German fighters although outnum- 
bered five to one. 

Stubble-bearded airmen who 
had not been to bed for 36 hours 
told how the seriously wounded 
pilot and the bombardier who had 
never flown a Fortress before 
brought the big ship back safely 
after Nazi bullets had riddled two 
of the four motors and killed the 
co-pilot. 

A re-check of the crews’ reports 
of the attacks showed four of nine 
Fortresses on the sortie had done 
all the fighting: in the battle 
against about 25 Focke-Wulf 190s 
and Messerschmitt 109s. They shot 
down three confirmed and heav- 
ily damaged at least nine more in- 
stead of the six originally report- 
ed damaged or destroyed. 


Five other Fortresses in the 


: leading wing flight had not been 


attacked. j 

The thin, tanned bombardier, 
Second Lieut. Swart Sconiers, 26 
years old, of De Funiak Springs, 
Fla., with eyes bloodshot from 
loss of sleep and nervous tension, 
gave this report of the terrific 
fight of the plane, “Johnny Reb”: 

“We were in the tail end forma- 
tion when we were jumped by 
about 25 Focke-Wulf 190s and Mes- 
serschmitt 109s at over 20,000 feet. 
They set up a decoy out to our 
right. I was lying in the nose of the 
ship shooting at that when over 
the intercommunicating system I 
heard the waist gunner’ shout: 
‘Here come three more from 
above.’ 

“I heard a thud in the pilot's 
cabin and heard the pilot grunt 
and ask me to come up.” 

The Fortress never wavered from 
its course although it lagged behind 
the formation a little, but when 
Sconiers entered the cabin he found 
the pilot covered with blood. His 
eyes were glazed with pain and his 
arm half torn off by the cannon 
shot which had killed the co-pilot. 

(Casualty regulations forbid re- 
lease of the names of the pilot and 
the co-pilot.) : 

“I dragged the body of the co- 
pilot from his seat. It was a ter- 
rific job as I had no oxygen mask,” 


_Sconiers said. 


Takes Ship Down to 5000 Feet. 

“I then took his place. The pilot's 
oxygen mask had been ripped away 
and he was fighting for breath. He 
motioned me to take the ship down 
to 5000 feet. I never had flown a 
Fortress before, having been 
washed out at flying school and 
coming back as a bombardier. But 
some way we got down. 

“All this time the crew did not 
know what was going on as the 
telephone system in the plane had 
been knocked out.” 

Sergt. J. C. Simmons of Union, 
Miss., the tail gunner, interrupted 
at this point to say: 

“I thought we were falling into 
the sea although I did not know 
a shell had hit the pilot’s cabin.” 

The pilot by this time was only 
half conscious, the bombardier 
continued. 

“Blood was streaming all over 
but hé kept directing and helping 
me,” he said. 

“We were nearing England and 
saw a flying field and I started to 
set her down. Sofehow between

Malcolm K. An- 
dresen, 24, of Hixton, Wis., naviga- 
tor of another Fortress, “Bat Out 
of Hell,” flown by Capt. Robert 
Coulter, 28, of La Grange, IIL, 
claimed another of the Focke- 
Wulfs. 
“I fired a burst and the Ger- 
man plane seemed to start dis- 
integrating in midair,” he said. 
The flight of four Fortresses 
which engaged in all the fighting 
was led by Capt. Rudolf Fiack, 
25, of Los Angeles. 


Tribute to Flying Fortresses, , 


“This fight proves beyond all 
question the ability of the Fort- 
resses to fly escorted or unescort- 
ed anywhere,” Capt. Flack said. 
“Some Germans pressed home the 
attack from close to 300 yards but 
we beat them off.” 

Capt. Flack flew the “Yankee 
Doodle” which Brig. Gen. Ira C. 
Eaker, commander of the United 
States bomber force in Europe, ‘pi- 
loted in the Fortress raid on 
Rouen last Monday. 

Col. Frank A. Armstrong of 
Nashville, N. C., who took part in 
the Rouen raid, echoed Capt. 
Flack’s sentiments: 

“The Germans must have been 
amazed they could not knock the 
Fortresses down,” he added.

“There are 60,000 persons living in 
trailers around Detroit,’’ Thomas told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondents, “and the 
war workers among them must be pro- 
vided with adequate housing if they are 
to be expected to work steadily and in- 
crease the volume of war production.” 

Thomas said that Detroit automobile 
plants had failed to produce war goods 
in greater volume because of three fac- 
tors——“‘material shortage, a deplorable 
housing situation and ineffective price 
contrs:.”” 

“We must say,” Thomas went on, 
“that the manufacturers have not done 
a proper planning job. We started to 
advocate proper planning as far back 
as one and one-half years ago, but the 
manufacturers wanted business as usual. 
Shortage of steel has brought about the 
most difficult phase of the situation and 
wastage of material has made it worse. 
One manufacturer of body hardware was 
using steel alloys, chromium and alumi- 
num to make replacement parts for au- 
tomobiles until we protested. It cost 500 
of our members their jobs, but we did 
stop the waste of these critical materials. 
“President Roosevelt asked us to give 
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At the district offices of the Army Ord- 
nace Department, whose business it is to see 
that the weapons of war are procured, 
spokesmen refrained from detailed comment, 
but there was an obvious attitude of satisfac- 
tion with much of the production program.

A broad general charge has been made that 
labor’s morale is bad.

Its 
growth was encouraged by the Governmen 
during the last war to increase food produc 
tion. In six states, including several of the 
leading farm states of the Middle West, coun- 
ties that have not enrolled a gn propor- 
tion of all farmers are not entitled to a 
county agent. In [Illinois with the largest 
Farm Bureau membership—72,000—part of 
the $15 membership dues goes to pay the 
county agent.

Brasil yesterday announced the recognition of aj} 
gtate of war between itself and Germany and Italy, | 
‘National pride and the protection of Brasilian prop- | 
erty alike made this declaration inevitable after the 
Nasi U-boat captains stepped up their attacks on 
Brazilian shipping. |

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AS TO “LITTLE PEOPLE.” 

The Pittsburgh Press has gone all-out against the 
phrase, “little people.” It considers the expression 
possibly all right for visiting royalty, but out of place 
among Americans. Also, it says the term is “tripe.” 

If the Press means to condemn use of “little peo- 
ple” in a condescending manner, well and good. But 
before it persuades the censor to outlaw the words 
entirely, let’s look at their antonym. Has the Press 
ever become indignant-over the term, “big shot,” or 
its more dignified term, “big man in the com- 
munity”? Has it ever gone into action against those 
old stand-bys, “high-placed official” and “eminent 
scientist” and “financial titan” and “prominent 
citizen”? 

It might be just ag well to have all these abolished, 
but until they are, it seems quite in order to pre- 


fuse the public. They may divert public and official 
energy that should be used in fighting the war. 

But have the results been so damaging as to justify 
complete suppression of public debate on controver-° 
sial issues by officials, as the President directs in a 
letter to all Federal agencies? Have we reached the 
stage where the public must not be alarmed by 
intimations that there is not always unanimity 
among administrators over policy? Have the people 
so little confidence in their Government that morale 
will be undermined by public discussion? 

Secretary Ickes has been a central figure in many 
of these controversies. The country would be much 
better off today, so far as its gasoline supply is con- 
cerned, if his ideas of a year ago on construction of 
a pipe line to the Hast had been followed, Note his 
statement of last Sept. 12: “Persons in the Hast who 
contend there is no gasoline shortage may have to 
eat their words six months from now.” 

Donald Nelson*has figured in other controversies. 
One of them came into the open last March when 
Robert R. Guthrie, a WPB official, resigned and 
made public charges that men within the organiza- 
tion were obstructing industrial conversion. Now 
that Nelson;has “got tough” and begun a house- 
cleaning, Guthrie is vindicated in principle. The 
lamentable thing isn’t that the Guthrie row was 
aired in public, but that it did not result in action 
at the time the charges were made. 

The rubber puzzle has been a prolific source of 
disputes, in which Ickes, Nelson, Leon Henderson, 
Jesse Jones and others have taken part. Certainly 
the people know much more about the gravity of the 
problem today because of this publicity than they 
would have known if the matter had been carefully 
hushed up. The best way to prevent recurrence of 
a blunder is to turn the spotlight upon it. The best 
way to impress on the public the need for conserva- 
tion is to let the facts be known. 

If Federal officials are forbidden to engage in con- 
troversy, then what about congressional committees? 
The reports of the Truman, Vinson and Tolan com- 
mittees have been of inestimable value in pointing 
out flaws in the war program and getting them cor- 
rected. Each report has been followed by a burst of 
protests and explanations by the agencies criticised. 
Yet is the country not better off by threshing out 
these reports in the open, rather than having them 
considered behind closed doors? 

It is said that the controversies on which the 
President undertakes to put a quietus are being 
exploited by the enemy. The enemy exploits every 
difference of opinion in this country. Shall we call 
off all political discussion and cancel our elections 
merely because Axis spokesmen profess to ‘find in 
them signs of internal unrest? 

Every American knows better than to put such an 
interpretation on controversies. Whatever damage 
is done by public disputes, the people would be far 
more disturbed if Washington imposed a hush-hush 
policy on debate over issues.

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DONALD NELSON’S REPORT. 

The facts on war production disclosed in Donald 
M. Nelson’s report of yesterday confirm the theme 
of the statement by Elmer Davis two weeks before: 
“We have done pretty well, but not well enough.” 

July output was 16 per cent better than that for 
June, which was doing pretty well, but the total 
was still 7 per cent behind schedule, and that was 
clearly not doing well enough. So it goes all the 
way down the line, with only a few types of work 
coming up to expectations. 

This means that American fighting men and our 
allies are not getting the weapons, planes, tanks and 
ships they were scheduled to get. It means that a 
still greater effort must be added to the already huge 
achievements of industry if the armed forces are to 
have the tools to beat the Axis, 

The WPB chairman's‘ report shows that the pro- 
gram heeds to be brought into balance. Combat 
planes are obviously more important than anti-air- 
craft guns at this stage of the war; yet the former 
showed a production increase of only 6. per cent in 
July, while the latter leaped 50 per cent or more and 
far exceeded the schedule. It is plain that the flow 
of raw materials must be adjusted and production 
must be better controlled in order to iron out such 
irregularities. | 

Mr. Nelson promises that these things will be 
done. Priorities will be re-rated, so that plants mak- 
ing the most éssential items get first call on scarce 
materials. Some types of construction will be cur- 
tailed, and an example of this was given yesterday 
in the WPB order suspending work on 85 power 
projects.

The whole world knows by this time Hitler’s ideas 
about the overwhelming superiority of what he calls 
the German race, on the battlefield or anywhere else.

Then I may believe 
your statements about the future.” Gandhi 
has confronted us with the problem of our 
moral position in the war. 

If the British wish to imply that Gandhi 
is pro-Japanese, they may do so;’' it only 
makes a settlement in India more difficult.

Luckily I was able to explain the 


There was an 
amusing development in this con- 
nection when the Japanese pro- 
duced a recent copy of the Review 
which contained a brief article re- 
ferring to the wholesale theft of 
motor cars in Shanghai, The article 
said cars were being turned over to 
the Japanese Army authorities, who 
were at that time planning their 
campaign into French Indo-China. 
They wanted to know where I had 
obtained this information, ao I told 
them it came from the police but 
refused to give any names. 


One article my inquisitors re- 
peatedly produced was one which 
had béen reprinted from the New 
York Herald Tribune, the Nation 
and Asia Magazine. It was writ- 
ten originally by Wilfred Fleisher 
Jr., former editor of the Japan 
Advertiser in Tokyo, and con- 
tained a reference to a plot of an 
army officer in Tokyo to over- 
throw the Emperor and establish 
a Fascist dictatorship. They in- 
sisted that this article was dis- 
respectful to the Emperor. My at- 
tention had been called to the 
same fact by the Japanese Con- 
sulate General some time previ- 
ously and as a result I had printed 
a statement that there was no in- 
tention to insult the Son of Hea- 
ven. This appeared to satisfy them 
but the subject was brought up 
several times later.

Interpreting the War News 


USING OUR ‘MARGIN OF POWER’ AGAINST NAZIS 


By MAJ. GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT

UESTIONS which I have fre- 
Q quently heard asked in various 

parts of the country are: Why 
did we not from the very begin- 
ning of the war concentrate all 
our effort to holding back the 
Japanese? Is it not a mistake to 
concentrate on the stronger of 
two opponents? And have we not 


suffered serious impairment of our’ 


total war effort as a result of this 
strategy, notably the loss of our 
rubber supply? 

The best answer to these fun- 
damental questions of national 
strategy is that the proof of that 
pudding is very much in the eat- 
ing. Having adopted the policy of 
making our major effort in the 
Atlantic, and thereby reducing the 
scale of our effort in the Pacific, 
we must, to justify that policy, 
accomplish something worthwhile 
in the Atlantic theater. To aban- 
don the opportunities offered in the 
Pacific, and then do nothing in 
the Atlantic, would be to demon- 
strate that we had fallen into the 
fatal error of dispersion of force. 
“He who seeks to be strong every- 
where,” said Frederick the Great, 
“only succeeds in being weak ev- 
erywhere. It is sometimes heces- 
sary to give up a province in order 
to win a campaign.” We have 
given up our provinces in the 
Pacific; we must show a compen- 
satory gain elsewhere, or our pol- 
icy and the strategy which flows 
from it may justly be accused of 
being bankrupt. 


But before we can accomplish 
anything positive, in our peculiar 
geographic and military situation, 
the minimum demands of security 
must be met. We in the continent 
of’ North America occupy a cen- 
tral position ag between the two 
main theaters of war, that in Eu- 
rope and that in East Asia. We 


imake our power felt in those the- 


aters by sending it onwr over the 
sea, in ships and cargo planes, to 
our respective advance bases: The 
British Isles and Australia. Our 
first consideration, therefore, had 
to be the security of those bases, 
and of the lines of communication 
extending to them. The security 
of the latter included the security 
of such intermediate bases ag Ice- 
land in the Atlantic, and Hawaii, 
Samoa, Fiji and New Caledonia 
in the Pacific. In the Atlantic the 
British Isles and the North Atlan- 
tic “bridge of boats” were already 
reasonably .secure against attack. 
In the Pacific there was a real 
and pressing danger, lest we be 
cut off from all hope of acting ef- 
fectively in that theater by the 
loss of Australia. Our immediate 
effort was, therefore, turned to- 
ward the security of that great 
island-continent, and of its long 
and vulnerable line of communica- 
tions. i 


Meanwhile, we had to think of 
the eventual development of offen- 
sive operations against Germany, 
so that the flow of aircraft and 
other munitiong to the British 
Isles had to be kept up;. we had 
to think of the supply of our great 
continental allies, Russia and 
China, whose security was vital to 
our grand strategy, and whose sup- 
ply had to be continued; and &pe- 
cial security problems arose in the 
Middle Bast and.India which could 
not be neglected. Added to this 
came the question of additional 
équipment and material for our 
own tremendous expansion of 
fighting power, the offensive strik- 
ing force of the fyture, on which, 
in due course, the outcome of the 
war might well depend.

Police May Reconsider. 

Othér press reports hint that the 
protest has become so violent and 
widespread that the Federal police 
authorities are reconsidering their 
decision. Although the deepest 
secrecy covers police activities in 
Switzerland, it is known that meet- 
ings wére held here lately and are 
still continuing between high Swiss 
officials and representatives of the 
Jewish refugee service. 

Every Swiss is hoping that a 
solution may be found which will 
preserve intact his country’s repu- 
tation as the one country in Europe 
where the persecuted may always 
find asylum.

Nazis Will Be Able to Pile Up Another Huge | 
Reserve of Tanks This Winter, He Says, — 
and to Send 30 New Armored Divisions © 


and British.

How did the Nazi general staff 
prepare their Don River-North 
Caucasus offensive? How have 
they fought and how are they 
fighting it? If there is no second 
front this autumn, what kind of 
strength can we expect Hitler to 
marshal to stymie a British-Amer- 
ican expeditionary force next 
spring? 

The answer to the first question 
is this: It took the war industries 
of Germany, of occupied France, 
Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia and Italy 
approximately six months to pro- 
duce and pile up huge reserves of 
tanks and guns for the present 
Nazi drive. From last November 
until early’ May, these sinews of 
mechanized warfaré were poured 
out from thousands of factories 
and transported across Poland and 
Rumania into the Ukraine. 

Only these five or six months 
of unsapped winter production 
have enabled the Nazi offensive to 
keép rolling at its amazing, un- 
interrupted tempo since early June. 
Nazi divisions have penetrated 
many hundreds of miles into the 
Don steppes and déeep down into 
the Caucasus. Nevertheless, their 
armored divisions keep receiving 
fresh tanks, armored cars, trucks, 
gufs and mortars across one of 
the most extended supply lines 
ever recorded in military history. 


Extraordinary Feat. 

As a feat in organization and ef- 
ficiency this is an extraordinary 
accomplishment. Without it, the 
Germans’ Southern armies could 
never havé driven, since June 28, 
to within a few score miles of the 
Volga and far into the southeast 
of Kuban. But, first of all, the 
long winter lull and the Nazis’ tre- 
mendous piling up of vast reserves 
in matérials all through that period 
made possible Hitler’s great Baku- 
or-bust offensive. If Hitler gains 
his most important 1942 objectives, 
Stalingrad and Baku, his piled-up 
winter reservés will be one of the 
chief actors in the costliest and 
most dangerous victory the Nazis 
have ever won. 

Now as to how the German war 
machine is fighting this South 
Russian offensive. The keynote of 
the entire campaign has been a 
combination of massing unprece- 
dented reserves in manpower, 
tanks, guns and planes and of the 
age-old German practice of fight- 
ing on only one front at a time. 
All summer the Nazis have not 
attempted to strike a single major 
blow north of the pivotal point of 
Voronezh, 300 miles south of Mos- 
cow. They have concentrated ab- 
solutely everything on the southern 
front. They Rave sent in many 
Rumanian, Italian and Hungarian 
divisions. They have transferred 
20 or more divisions from France, 
Belgium and Holland, plus large 
numbers of garrisons and troops 
from Germany itself, 

Just as at one stage the Germans 
threw everything they could pos- 
sibly spare into Poland, at another 
stage into Norway, at another into 
the Low Countries and France, at 
still another into Yugoslavia and 
Greece, so this summer an over- 
whelming concentration of the 
Nazis’ and. Axis satellites’ military 
power has been thrown into the 
North Caucasus offensive. This is 
thé,only way the Germans believe 
in fighting—with the greatest pos- 
sible local supériority on a single 
front. 


Same Pattern Next Spring. 

With these facts in mind, what 
can any military observer expect 
the Nazis to do to frustrate a 
British-American second front if 
it is delayed until next spring? 
Obviously and _ inevitably, Ger- 
many’s stratégy will follow the 
same pattern which has won the 
Nazis such great successes in 
Southern Russia this year. 

If there is no Allied invasion in 
Western Europe within a very few 
weeks, then Hitler will seek to 
stabilize all his Russian fronts 
from October on. He will then 
bend all his efforts toward keep- 
ing the Russian war theaters in 
stalemate, toward holding the 
Soviet troops pinned behind the 
Volga, toward exploiting the oil 
fields of Maikop and probably of 
Grosny—éven should his divisions 
still be unable to reach Baku. 
And above all, Hitler's war in- 
dustries will be concentrated on 
building up gigantic reserves to 
"se against the British and Amer- 
icans in the West next spring, 

Until the present moment the 
Nazis have been using about’ 27 
armored divisions in the titanic 
battles of the Don elbow, and still 
others in the North Caucasus. 
These are reported, to represent 
more than half of the armored 
divisions Germany now. 

They are understood to average 
about 250 tanks per division — 
which means the Nazis have 
tied up along Don nearly 9000 
tanks, even though the Russians

Nazi Tank Production. 


What percentage of tank produc- 
tion capacity of Germany and its 
vassal-state factories do 13,000 
tanks represent? I do not pretend 
to khow. But if the United States, 
starting from almost zero 18 
months ago, can produce about 
60,000 tanks this year, does it 
seem possible that the combined 
industries of Germany, Czecho~ 
Slovakia, Poland, Rumania, 
France, Belgium and Italy can, be 
producing less than that per year? 

In view of these facts, it ap 
pears conservative to estimate 
that the Nazis must be able to 
construct much more than 60,000 
tanks per year—perhaps a great 
deal more than that. So Nasi- 
dominated countries may be ex- 
pected to turn out 30,000 to 40,000 
tanks during next winter’s lull — 
between October and mid-April. 
Hitler’s general staff will not need 
half that number of tanks to 
fight on defensive lines against 
the Russians next summer—if the 
Nazis are permitted to win the 
Lower Volga and the Caucasus this 
autumn”, 


It is safe to estimate that, of 
German-controlled tank produc- 
tion next winter, at least 20,000 
tanks can be allotted for the de 
fense of Europe’s western coast 
line against a British-American in- 
vasion. That would arm 30 new 
Nazi armored divisions with a full 
war strength of 500 tanks per di- 
vision and leave 5000 or more 
tanks in reserve. 


Can the English-American ar- 
mies count on being able to land 
as many as 15 armored divisions 
in France or Belgium’ next spring? 
We do not meet any British and 
American officers in this part of 
the world who make any such 
rash predictions. Yet the fact re 
maing that the Nazis Rave one 
twentieth, or perhaps one-fortieth, 
as much tank strength in Western 
Europe today as they are certain 
to have there next April or May. 
By that time half or two-thirds of 
the veteran armored divisions 
Which are now fighting in South- 
ern Russia can be reformed, com- 
pletely rested and waiting for the 
British-American invaders, from 
Norway to the Spanish border. 


Other Equipment Also. 

What is true of tanks is equally 
true of howitzers, field guns, mor 
tars and airplanes. If there is no 
second front this autumn, Ger- 
controlled production of all these 
heavy war materials will pile up 
huge reserves once more—with the 
bulk of them designed to make 
Western Europe impregnable 
against invasion, 

The Nazis’ whole strategy is to 
cripple the Red Army’s offensive 
power, to do it while Russia's al- 


lies are inactive in Western Eu- 
‘rope—and then to fight the final 
‘round of the war against the Brit- 
ish 


and Americans when Russia 
can be pinned and held so that 
she can give them virtually no 
noteworthy help. 


For anyone who has observed 
closely the Nazi high command’s 
methods in their gigantic 1942 
campaign in Southern Russia, the 
lessons for the British and Amer 
lean general staffs are unescapa- 
ble. .It seems well-nigh impossi- 
ble to find solid, factual, logical 
reasons~for the assumption that 
the Germans will be weaker 
against the British-American-Allied 
forces in Western Europe next 
spring than they are now. 


On the contrary, the most solid 
and most factual reasons existing 
within this summer’s evidence— 
for the fearful expectation that the 
Germans will be proportionately 
very much stronger in manpower 
and the most decisive weapons in 
the West, next spring, than they 
can possibly be at any time in the 
next two or three months. 

It was last winter’s fighting lull 
and its accompanying building up 
of tremendous reserves in material 
which has given the Germans their 
serious dagger thrusts to the Vol 

e fringes and the heart of the 

ucasus. The Nazis are so deeply 
entangled here now that they can- 
not reverse themselves across the 
entire European continent before 
the snow flies. No observer, how- 
ever, can doubt for a moment that 
the Germans’ armored might will 
have been transferred in its pre- 
ponderance to Western Europe 
long before it is tulip time once 
more in Holland. 

If the British and Americans are 
short of ships today for landings 
in France, lgium or elsewhere, 
will they not need 10 or 20 times 
as many ships when the Nazis have 
several scores of additional divis- 
ions reentrénched in the West,

THE REMARKABLE 
PHENOMENON OF 
MR. CHURCHILL 


OPE for a renaissance of 
Britain arises from contem- 
plation of the figure of Mr. 
Churchill. The oldest of the Allied 
statesmen, he appears to be the 
youngest. For he has the chief 
characteristic of youth, which is 
elasticity. The face of his young- 
est grandson is still remarkably 
like his own. 


No statesman has inherited such 
a difficult situation. Called to the 
leadership of the nation in its most 
desperate moment, after years in 
which the gravest domestic and 
imperial problems had been post- 
poned, while England lived in a 
kind of frozen suspension between 
a great past and an unborn fu- 
ture, Mr. Churchill had to deal 
not only with an almost lost war, 
but with an empire threatened by 
disintegration, and an internal so- 
cial situation demanding radical 
reform. : 

His tasks were, first, to create 
a strong home front; second, to 
strengthen the ties binding the 
empire, and third, to find allies. 

He could not undertake these 
things step by step. He had to do 
them all at once. And he had not 
to lose the war. When Mr. 
Churchill took the leadership, it 
was not a question of winning the 
war: it was a question of not los- 
ing it. 3 

Mr. Churchill has had to be the 
director of a three-ring circus. 
None of the three performances 
has been perfect. But all three 
rings have been kept going. His 
leadership created the most homo- 
geneous and courageous Britain 
which the world has seen in many 
decades. The empire still stands. 
The alliance is world wide, and of 
the most profound political as well 
as military significance. 


UT none of this could have 

been done if Mr, Churchill him- 
self had not shown enormous in- 
tellectual elasticity. The extent to 
which this “old Tory” of nearly 71 
years has cast off his »wn past 
and. turned his face squarely to- 
ward the future, is one of the 
miracles of these times. No one 
with a scrap of artistic sensibility 
can fail to be moved and im- 
pressed. : 

It is a supreme rule for every

his absence. Mr. Churchill has dis- 
regarded the rule. He has asked 
himself: At what point on this 
globe must the critical decision of 
this moment be taken?—and there 
he has gone, to mid-Atlantic for 
the Atlantic Charter meeting, twice 
to Washington, and ~~~” to Mos- 
cow. Not directly to Moscow, but 
via Cairo, via the chief danger 
points of the war at this moment. 

Mr. Churchill is by blood, breed- 
ing and tradition a Tory and an 
imperialist. But he has a brain— 
an active, scintillating, courageous 
intelligence. History, for Mr. 
Churchill, is never finished; the 
final word is never written. “The 
old order changeth, yielding place 
to new.” And Mr. Churchill 
changes with the observations reg- 
istered by his intelligence. 

He sent Sir Stafford Cripps to 
Moscow, and apparently the mis- 
sion failed. But it didn’t, as the 
months passed. He sent Cripps to 
India, and the mission failed. But 
it is too early to write that state- 
ment as the last word.

States, Russia and China can- 
not fail to have immense repercus- 
sions on both the domestic and im- 
perial life of Britain. Mr. Church- 
ill knows it and does not totter 
with horror, The knell of feudalism 
rings in England, and the son of 
the Duke of Marlborough hardly 
listens. 

He travels, but without an um- 
brella, nad returns promising not 
too much. Chamberlain went to 
Berchtesgaden and the last man 
in the street felt the humiliation. 
Churchill goes to Russia, and we 
read the remarkable statement by 
Mr. Churchill himself that the dis- 
cussion was “comradely.” 

He is moved neither by the spec- 
tre of Cummunism, which haunts 
a few of his class, nor by the spec- 
tre of an Americanism inheriting 
the Anglo-Saxon world, which 
haunts still others. He is too 
rooted in British tradition and his- 
tory to believe that British social- 
ism will ever be like Russian s0- 
cialism, And he happeris to love 
America, which is a great help. 

If the British Empire is bound 
to undergo a profound reforma- 
tion—as it certainly is—Mr. 
Churchill knows it has served a 
purpose in time, and that the 
world concept it has created in- 
spires the newly forming world, 
eyen among those who have re- 
belled against the empire. And so 
a courageous imagination is confi- 
dent that Britain has a mission 
still, and a nobler one than in the 
past. That is his conviction, his 
unwavering faith, | 


‘He meeta it-with what is least ex- 


pected from a British Tody—humil- 
ity. He is personally humble; He 
is humble before the events. Ac- 
tually an enorm pride moves 
him, the proud intention that Brit- 
ain shall play a noble role, And 
in his pride there is no trace of

Fight for Blankets. - 

Since I had been informed I was 
only being taken to the Bridge- 
house for questioning I wore only 
a light overcoat and did not think 
of bringing along a blanket. The 
building was entirely without heat. 
At 9 p. m., however, the. guard 
brought into the cell a large bun- 
dle of blankets, which created a 
near riot as the prisoners fought 
each other for possession of the 
heavier coverings. I found the 


two to six, and by snuggling elose 
together they were able to cover 
themselves with one blanket. 
There were vermin of all types, 
the worst being the body louse or 
“cootie” which quickly moved into 
the seams of one’s clothing. Men 
removed their undershirts and cap- 
tured as many as 100 of these 
voracious insects. The place was 
literally alive with them, and since 
the prisoners included several who 
were dangerously ill we naturally 
expected everyone to die of some 
kind of epidemic, the worst in 
Shanghai at the time being typhus. 
Luckily in my case a friend who 
suspected the louse situation sent 
me a jar of ointment. The gen- 
darme guard refused to permit it 
to be brought inside my cell until 
I had demonstrated by tasting it 
that it was not poison. By judici- 
ous use of the ointment I rid my- 
self of the cooties. The man who 
sent me the ointment was Bob 
Gregg, and I will never forget him 
as long as I live.

medical service of sorts among the 
prisoners. It usually consisted of 
a daily visit by a Japanese woman 
nurse, accompanied by two offi- 
cers. Anyone with a fever or any 
type of ailment got aspirin or, if 
they had boils, an epidemic of 
which swept the place, they “were 
treated with mercurochrome, of 
which the Japanese seemed to have 
a liberal supply. The floor and 
walls were so impregnated with 
germs that the slightest scratch 
immediately became infected. In 
my case I had a badly infected 
finger which swelled to about twice 
normal size. Since the wound was 
not open the application of mercu- 
rochrome did little .or no good. 
After about two weeks of begging 
for medical treatment I was taken 
upstairs to the dispensary, where 
the Japanese doctor, without the 
administration of an anesthetic, 
literally trimmed all the skin off 
my finger with his scissors. The 
application of mercurochrome fol- 
lowing the operation ultimately 
brought about a cure. The worst 
phase of the daily visit of the 
Japanese nurse and her assistants 
was the treatment in the cell of 
several venereal cases, Since these 
cezes had been neglected in some 
instances for many weeks the men 
were in a desperate condition. 

I had not been in prison many 
days before I began to have se- 
vere pain in my feet, particularly 


ers had to use the same toilet; 
‘| facilities ag the men. . 
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in the heels. As there was at that 
time no external indication of the 
ailment, the Japanese doctor just 
laughed at me when I told him 
that the pain was so severe I could 
scarcely put on my shoes. (I should 
explain that all prisoners were de- 
prived of their shoes, which were 
piled in the narrow hallway out- 
side, Whenever anyone was re- 
moved from the cell for question- 
ing or other reasons this always 
led to a mad scramble for the 
right shoes.) Only once did I suc- 
ceed in getting the Japanese nurse 
to paint my feet with iodine, but 
this had little or no effect on the 
pain, which increased day by day. 
Several other prisoners also com- 
plained of pains in their feet, and 
many of the Chinese had large 
sores on their feet and legs. I did 
not know then that this was due 
to the food we received. 


Deal With Chinese. 


Our food was of such a low 
order that no. Japanese coolie 
would have looked at it. In the 
morning there was a bow! of rice 
which was fairly palatable be- 
cause it was warm. Noon and eve- 
ning meals consisted of a bowl of 
rice which few of the foreigners 
could eat. It was stone cold, usu- 
ally contained three fish heads and 
apparently was prepared once a 
week and left standing in the hall- 
way or courtyard. Very few of us 
could eat this so we made a deal 
with some of the Chinese prison- 


ers whereby in exchange for our 
rice they agreed to search out the 
cooties in our undergarments every 
day. This arrangement proved 
satisfactory except it left us with 
only one bowl of rice a day, ob- 
viously not enough to keep body 
and soul together. This was the 
cause of much of the iliness. Many 
weeks later, after I had been com- 
pelled to have most of my feet 
amputated, I learned that this was 
a form of malnutrition known as 
beriberi. 

Due to efforts of friends outside, 
we were finally able to obtain for- 
eign food, consisting chiefly of 
sandwiches, The Japanese refused, 
however, to let any canned food 
come into the building. The sand- 
wiches did little to alleviate the 
real source of our distress. We 
did not then know that much of 
the food our friends sent was con- 
sumed by the guards who received 
it on the third floor of the build- 
ing and often kept it in the store- 
room for several hours before de- 
livery. 

It was difficult to eat the things 
which were sent in because the 
starving Chinese prisoners sat 
watching us. Many times I cut my 
sandwiches into four pieces and 
passed them around, On one or 
two occasions there were serious 
riots over food because the Japa- 
nese would not allow the Chinese 
to receive anything from friends 
outside.

As a result of the defeat of a few 
weeks ago O’Neal is now on the 
warpath. At a Farm Bureau meet- 
ing in Madison, Wis., not long ago 
he made a fiery speech, denounc- 
ing the administration and insist- 
ing on the right to 110 per cent of 
parity. Slightly milder in tone, but 
still on the fiery side, was the later 
speech at Fort Smith. 


Conversationally his tone is some- 
what milder. Not parity but 110 
per cent of parity must be guar- 
anteed because of price swings, 
O’Neal says. If the level were 
fixed at only parity the farmer 
would receive actually less than 
parity. And don't think the farm- 
er’s rich, he says. Why if farmers 
got the minimum wage—30 cents 
an hour-—for their labor, the price 
of all commodities would have to 
go up. Cotton that is at 18 cents 
today would have to go to 25 cents. 


For Ed O’Neal that is the crux 
of the whole matter—the price of 
cotton. He has 1900 acres of rich 
Alabama cotton land that he farms 
on the tenant-share crop basis and 
the price of cotton for him and for 
thousands of other Southerners, is 
the end-all and be-all of existence.

DIFFERENT ECONOMIC ATTITUDE 
NEEDED TO WIN, ARNOLD SAYS 


EVANSTON, Ill., Aug. 22 (AP). 
—Thurman Arnoid, assistant At- 
torney General, told a gathering 
of the National Institute for Com- 
mercial and Trade Organization 
Executives at Northwestern Uni- 
versity today that “this coun- 
try must develop a different 
attitude toward its economic 
institutions if we are going to win 
the war, and have prosperity after 
the war.”

“We must abandon the system of 
security-economics in which the 
investments of key industries are 
protected by cartels and restricted 
production, for our own system of 
economic democracy and competi- 
tion,” he said.

We can best achieve this confi- 
dence by working for a system of 
free competition in which the sav- 
ings of new industrial develop- 
ments are passed on to the con- 
sumer.” 


SOFT WOOD LUMBER PRIORITY 
SYSTEM ESTABLISHED BY WPB 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP).

The Red Star account was the 
first story of the mass exodus of 
the Cossacks from their beloved 


Kuban villages. 
Bedlam On Roads. 
The roads are hot. The sun 
beats down. The trees are still 
green and the lush fields of wheat, 


-corn, sunflowers and tobacco still 


wave gently in fitful breezes as 
the columns of refugees hurry 
toward the mountains. 

A bedlam was reported over 
great areas as the long columns 
moved down the roads. Women, 
children and old men constantly 
were prodding bellowing cows, 
hogs and bleating sheep 

The Cossacks were moving every 
thing they could into the moun- 
tains, the newspaper said. They 
even hastily raided laden trees in 
the orchard. 

Red Army trucks carrying 
bombs, shells and wounded flash- 
ed up and down the roads, thread- 
ing the lines of refugees. The 
report said the refugees were clog- 
ging some highways. This is eas- 
ily understandable to anyone who 
has traveled a Russian road, 

Wild Drivers. 

Military trucks slow down for 
nothing. Some of the wildest 
drivers in the world operate them. 
When a civilian sees a truck com- 
ing he gets off the road “sechas” 
—meaning immediately. 

The refugee columns passed. 
through Cossack villages whence 
hundreds have gone to fight since 
July. At one village, the people 
told the Red Star reporter that 
horsemen galloped off in saddles 
belonging to their grandfathers 
and swinging sabers that had been 
passed down to them through gen- 
erations, 

Petro Putrusenko was one of 
these. He told how his village 
had sent 400 men, some of them 
50 years old, to the front. 

Sadly the columns moved on to- 
ward the high Caucasus moun- 
tains. 

Some women complained that 
they wanted to stay at the front, 
pointing out that the Cossacks 
don’t belong in the rear when 
wars are about.

Mayor Jeffries admits the hous- 
ing situation is serious.

After 
a@ survey city, authorities have esti- 
mated that 50,000 new dwelling 
units will be needed in the next 
few months to take care of the 
present workers not properly 
housed and the new workers ex- 
pected as more war plants get into 
full production. 

There has been a beginning of 
construction or approval of priori- 
ties for 24,000 dwelling units, leav- 
ing at least 26,000 to be provided 
in some way. The city has pro- 
posed equipping a 600-room mod- 
ern hotel, which it acquired at tax 
sgle, for a rooming house for war 
workers, 

Ford Bomber Plant. 

One of Detroit’s most impressive 
promises to fill the arsenal of de- 
mocracy with powerful weapons 
is that of the Ford Motor Co., to 
pour out big bombers by the as- 
sembly line method. Fulfillment 
of this promise is not yet and: for 
military reasons it cannot be told 
when fulfillment will be. An er- 
roneous report that the Ford as- 
sembly lines had started produc- 
tion of complete bombers, published 
a few weeks ago in a Detroit news- 
paper, raised false hopes and gave 
Detroit’s critics the opportunity to 
say the Ford Co, had failed to 
meet expectations. The bomber 
plant covering acres and acres near 
Ypsilanti, some 30 miles west of 
Detroit, is brand new. Its construc- 
tion was started only 15 months 
ago. It had to be built from the 
ground up and completely equipped, 
largely with machines which had 
to be designed and then manufac- 
tured to do a job that had never 
before been done in the aviation in- 
dustry. Spokesmen for the Ford 
Co. expressed to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondents the greatest confi- 
dence that this plant will deliver 
what was promised and earlier 
than was expected. 

At the huge plant the grading of 
grounds and construction of access 
highways are still going on. Mean- 
while at shift-changing times thou- 
sands of workers, men and women, 
pour in and out of the many gates. 
There is work going on inside and 
it is no secret that the plant is 
turning out subassemblies for 
bombers, which are shipped to 
other plants. 

Packard a Bright Spot. 

One of the bright spots in the 
Detroit war production program is 
the Packard Motor Car Co., which 
for months has been turning out 
powerful engines for small, fast 
naval craft and for pursuit planes. 
It is known that deliveries of both 
types of engine are substantial 
in quantity. Relations between la- 
bor and management at Packard 
are perhaps the most satisfactory 
in the Detroit area. This company 
was the first of the large automo- 
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Labor Disputes 


tive concerns to recognize the new 


president, 
Christopher, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “We have 
met every schedule set by the War 
Production Board both for aircraft 
and for marine engines which pow- 
er the Navy’s PT boats. No boat 
builder has ever been delayed for 
lack of a Packard marine engine. 
“Our quotas have. been increased 
four times and four times we have 
met them.” | 
There are many other big auto- 
motive plants which are turning 
out quantities of war implements. 
The Chrysler tank arsenal is a 
notable example and Hudson's 
naval ordnance plant is another. 
The big General Motors plants, 


Buick, evrolet, Cadillac, Olds 
mobile and tiac, have their part 
in the p producing Army 
vehicles, guns, shells and 


many other items, Mayor Jeffries 
estimated there were 10,000 plants 
and shops, big and little, in the 
Detroit area producing or process- 
ing some kind of war material. 
Some Plants Lagging. 

It is only natural that some are 
failing to do the job as it should 
be done. The fact that only 15 
joint Army-Navy awards for excel- 
lence in production have been 
made, does not mean that these 
are the only plants satisfactorily 
doing their assigned jobs. The 
ordnance office has recommended 
awards for others and it is expect- 
ed that they will be approved soon 
in many cases. 

Walter P. Reuther, director of 
the General Motors Division of the 
United Automobile Workers and a 
recognized spokesman for labor, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“Many plants are said to be ahead 
of schedule. In fact, we are all 
behind schedule. We are not on 
schedule until Hitler is defeated.” 

Reuther complained of disloca- 
tions in the supply of materials 
sometimes interrupting production. 
He thought there should be a 
method ‘of following through to see 
that steel and other metals and 
materials get to the jobs for which 
they have been allocated. He as- 
serted General Motors Co.’s method 
of following through on material 
allocations was better than the 
Government’s. 

Red Tape Biamed. 

Reuther was not alone in plac- 
ing blame for delays and interrup- 
tions on indecision and confusion 
in Washington. The Detroit news- 
papers and some business leaders 
have said frankly that the Gov- 
ernment’s red tape and failure 
to formulate and expedite its own 
policies have been a severe handi- 
cap to industries engaged in war 
production.

FAMOUS B. & 0. LOCOMOTIVE 
GOES INTO NATION'S SCRAP PILE 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 22 (9AP).— 
The “Director General,” the fa- 
mous old Baltimare & Ohio lo- 
comotive which headed the rail- 
road's exhibit at the Chicago 
World’s Fair in 1893, is increasing 
the-nation’s scrap metal pile by 
100 tons. 

Roy ‘B. White, B, & O. presi- 
dent, today authorized the dis- 
mantling of the locomotive, which 
was put in the company’s histor- 
ical collection in 1924, 

Named in honor of the director 
general of the World's Fair, the 
locomotive was one of the first 
of the famous “Vauclain com- 
pounds,” built by the Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Co., for the B. & O., in 
1893. 

After the fair, it was put on 
a high speed passenger run be- 
tween Washington and New York 
where at times it hit an. average 
speed of 92.5 miles an pour. 

In 1924, the locomotive was out-

An Immediate Problem. 

This is one of those embarrass- 
ing questions which needs to be 
weighed and answered by British 
and American military strategists 
now—today—not next month. 

These are the prospects. And 
they are the only visible logical 
prospects that even the most pru- 
dent, most conservatively trained 
observer of this war can report to 
the American or British people. We 
cannot dodge this black, soul-test- 
ing outlook. e have got to face 
the war in terms of three or four 
more years—and barring little 
short of a miracle, in terms of at 
least three million, four million 
or five million American dead and 
wounded. Provided, of course, that 
we intend to maintain America’s 
honor and fight through to victory 
regardless of cost. 

But because these are, the pros- 
pects, every American, from the 
occupants of the White House 
down to the lowliest shoeshine boy, 
needs very urgently to ask himself 
a few very practical questions to- 
day. The most important of all 
the questions, it seems to me, is 
this: Who is America’s most es- 
sential ally? Without what nation’s 
active support would America’s 
chances of winning the war be 
most gravely endangered? 
Indispensable Russia. 


On the basis of actual and po- 
tential strength, on the basis of 
man power, on the basis of proved 
capacity of its fighting forces, on 
the basis of its strategic and far- 
flung geographical position, there 
is only one conceivable answer. 
Soviet Russia is the one great 
power which ds indispensable as 
an ally of the United States—if 
we are going to win the war. 

The Russian army and air force 
alone can assure English-American 
victory over Nazi Germany. 
Russia’s figh millions were 
suddenly removed from the scene, 
they alone would be irreplaceable. 
Not merely the millions of men

but the extended points of attack 


—or points of restraint such as 


the Russians’ Far Eastern army 
occupies in Eastern Siberia — 
would be utterly irreplaceable. We 
might replace 2,000,000 British 
troops anywhere in Western Eu- 
rope or Africa, The United States 
can never replace the much great- 
er number of armed Russian sol- 
diers nor could we ever rent any 
portion of Soviet soil on which to 
create another future second front 
in the Hast. 

Soviet Russia today is absolute- 
ly vital if Germany is ever to be 
fought. If we Americans create 
close understanding and co-oper- 
ation with Soviet Russia the Unit- 
ed States will have every pros- 
pect of removing any Japanese 
threat to the Philippines and our 
Pacific islands—for as long as we 
prove capable and far-sighted 
enough to co-operate loyally with 
Russia, 


Effect in Far East. 


Without Russia playing ball with 
us in the Far Hast, there can be 
no hope for stability and our naval 
and air forces throughout the Pa- 
cific will have to be kept several 
times greater than otherwise would 
be necessary—at what cost in tax- 
ation, none can guess. 

It should be as plain as the 
nose on Jimmy Durante’s face that 
Soviet Russia is indispensable to 
the United States as an ally—if 
we would hope to win the war, if 
we can hope to create a durable 
Pan-European structure in Post- 
war Europe and if we, as Ameri- 
cans, can hope to establish any 
solid alignment of powers in the 
Far Hast and the Pacific, 

These phs are written 
and these convictions deeply held 
by one who felt the Soviet Union 
was sadly mistaken in its war 
against Finland—and who sstill 
thinks so, They are written by 
one who does not think the So- 
viets have found all the answers 
in their system, who doesn't like 
some of the things about the sys- 
tem, and who says so quite as 
freely and honestly in Moscow as 
in New York. 

Perhaps this fact does not make 
these observations any less im- 
portant. In any case it could not

Wallop in War Work 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22. 
OU can call them female pa- 
y triots if you want to, or just 
enterprising and opportunistic 
gals who know a good salary when 
they draw one, but the fact re- 
mains that the members of the 
once alleged weaker sex are pack- 
ing a whale of a wallop in war in- 
dustry jobs out here on the Pa, 
cific Coast. 

From Seattle down the West 
Coast to San Francisco, your city- 
soft correspondent has traveled to 
see and remained to marvel at the 
way women have waded into war 
work, The gals may still scream 
at the sight of a mouse but they 
can handle an arc welder on a 
vertical ship seam without dis- 
turbing a mascara bead, or hold 
their own in an Oregon logging 
camp with no more fuss than your 
favorite hair bender makes in do- 
ing up a pin curl. 

At the Oregon Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration near Portland, more than 
300 women literally wear the pants 
and plug away at manual labor 
on the emergency cargo ships 
which Henry J. Kaiser, West Coast 
construction and production wiz- 
ard, is building in his story book 
shipyards. 


With the help of women welders, 
machine tool operators, burners 
and just plain laborers, the Oregon 
Shipbuilding Corporation is now 
pushing down the greased ways 
14 armored emergency cargo ships 
a month and next week will see 
the launching of Pierre S. Dupont, 
a liberty ship which will set a 
new Kaiser record of having been 
built in exactly 27 days—from the 
laying of the keel to its launching. 

At the Portland yafds; women 
scramble about the  scaffold- 
shrouded building ways welding up 
the vertical seams of the 10,000- 
ton Ec-2’s or liberty ships. Krom 
their arc welders great showers 
of sparks drop. The blue lights 
of the arcs play about their weld- 
er’s helmets. Giant gantry cranes, 
carrying 50-ton  pre-assemblies, 
swing over their heads. The roar 
of the war-rushed shipyards goes 
on all about them. Yet, despite 
traditional women’s nerves, the 
bonneted babes with the arc weld- 
ers never look up from their work. 


In other parts of the yards, wom- 
en work as burners, cutting 
through great steel plates with 
acetlylene torches. They are as at 
home with machine tools as with 
potato mashers. They do ware- 
housing and work as _ laborers, 
policing up the litter that haste 
and mass production heighten. On 
motorcycles, they scream through 
the yards, delivering parts, mes- 
sages and blueprints. 

In addition to the 300 women at 
the Portland yards, Kaiser em- 
ployes 200 more at his Vancouver 
and Swan Island Yards on naval 
craft and tankers. 

“We need many more workers,” 
Albert Bauer, assistant general 
manager of the Portland yard said 
to this correspondent, “and we'll 
take all the women we can get. 
They don’t have to be trained. Just 
get them to use and we'll see to 
the training.” 

The Portland yard started hiring 
women last May to take over 
men’s work. It was the first yard 
in this area to employ women as 
welders on actual ship construc- 
tion. Men and women get equal 
pay, $1.20 an hour for journeymen 
welders, 86 cents an hour for help- 
ers. 

“The average pay check for the 
plant is $55 a week,” said Jack 
Murray, personnel manager of all 
three Kaiser yards, “and you can 
bet the women are right in there 
keeping up that average.” 

In a tour of the Portland yards 
this correspondent came upon a 19- 

ld girl who is drawing down 
a juicy chunk of cash each week as 
a welder. Her name is Mrs. Jeanne 
Jernander and her present job is 
flat welding and tacking vertical 
pieces to the ship’s keel. Fragfie, 
pretty, a five-foot-three half pint, 
Jeanne was a telephpne operator 
but gave it up some time ago to 
take on a man’s job in she Kaiser 
shipyards. : 

“My husband’s an electrician in 
the yards and when he came home 
and said they were begging for

women workers, I decided I'd try 
my hand,” she explained. “Now 
I wouldn’t trade my arc welder for 
a switchboard for anything in the 
world.”

That’s trying 
to get away from the shipyards be- 
fore Portland stores-close so she 
can invest in a white fur chubby. 
Jeanne has one fur coat. The chub- 
by will make the second.

“Between my 
husband and me, there’s plenty of 
money coming in.” 


the madhouse Kaiser Portland 

plant is Mrs. Mary Carroll, 
who took up an arc welder 
when her 27-year-old soldier son 
was officially reported missing 
in the Philippines. At 5:45 
every ‘morning, Mrs. Carroll an- 
swers her alarm, wakes shipyard 
worker Jean Wilde who lives with 
her, and after a hurried breakfast 
and lunch packing, they start on a 
three-mile walk or hitchhike ride 
from suburban Oswego Hills to the 
Kaiser yards near Portland. At the 
Portland plant, Mrs, Carroll does a 
man’s work expeftly and like oth- 
er women welders, belongs to the 
women’s auxiliary of the Boiler- 
makers’ Union. 


At the Swan Island plant of- 
ficials of the company say they 
will take all the women workers 
they can get. A. R, Nieman, assist- 
ant general manager of the plant, 
says: “The trained personnel sup- 
ply of shipyard workers is ex- 
hausted; we're desperate. Give us 
women and give them to us quick. 
We'll train them. It’s easy.” 

Nieman, who once helped build 
Missouri's Bagnell Dam; -will soon 
have women welders—he hopes— 
working on the tankers in the 
building ways of the converted 
Swan Island airport in the heart 
of Portland, 

There are no age or weight re- 
quirements for women shipyard 
workers, but company officials say 
that women 25 to 45 make the best 
welders. Why? They don’t know,

any more than. they know how a 
100-pound girl can use an are 
welder on a vertical ship seam 
while poised hundreds of feet up 
in the air on the scaffolding of a 
building way. 


“We've got them weighing from 
100 pounds to 230 pounds, and 
weight doesn’t seem to make a bit 
of difference,” says Albert Bauer 
of the Portland plant. “And don’t 
ever think these women lay down 
on the job, because of their sex. 
They put on a pair of pants and a 
leather jacket and leather gloves 
to protect themselves from sparks. 
They pull that welder’s helmet 
down over their heads and you 
can’t tell them from men on the 
job. Can’t tell it in looks, and you 
can’t tell it in work either.” 


At the Moore Dry Dock Co. in 
Oakland, where both cargo ships 
and units of the combat fleet are 
being turned out at breakneck 
speed, 200 women have recently 
taken over men’s jobs. 


Sprinkled through the Moore 
yards are 100 women cutting steel 
in the plate shop with acetylene 
torches, doing welding, working as 
electricians and doing sheet-metal 
work and-stove work as part of a 
training program, More than 200 
additional women will soon be on 
the job. These trainees will start 
at $1.03 an hour, with wage in- 
creases until the $1.20 journeyman 
rate is reached at the end of 180 
days. 

“We have employed women only 
since July,” said Joseph A. Moore 
Jr. president of the company, 
“and we're more than satisfied. 
When we put 20 women on as 
clerks in the pattern shop, it was 
really something of an innovation 
as these had always been men’s 
jobs.” 


At the Moore Dry Dock Com- 
pany women also work as crane 
and truck dispatchers and the 
company is in need of women for 
mould loft work, Oakland local 
681 of the Welders’ and Burners’ 
Union accepts women welders and 
burners on equal union footing 
with men. 

“Might as well take them in, said 
Walter E. Winkler of the Welders’ 
and Burners’ Union. “The women 
can do the job; the companies 
need them. There’s no more union 
men to be had.”

APT. HATFIELD had the color 
C: the law on his side, because

The three 
boys was put in a log crib. Ellison 
died. The Hatfields took the three 
boys across Tug and tied ‘em to 
pawpaw bushes and filled 'em full 
of bullets, beginnin’ at their feet 
and raisin’ their sights a little at a 
time.” 

It is written in a chronicle of the 
time that the two older boys were 
killed first, and then one of the 
Hatfields said to Little Randall: 
“Beg, Little Randall, and we'll 
let you live.” 

“Go to hell,” said Little Ran- 
dall. 

So they shot him too. 

That night the Hatfields went to 
Old Randal] McCoy’s house on 
Pond Creek. His 15-year-old daugh- 
ter, answering their hail, was shot 
and killed as she stood at the door. 
They set fire to the roof with a 
pine torch. Old Randall and his 
son, Calvin, tried to put it out with

gourd dippers and when the water 
bucket and the water barrel were 
empty they took buttermilk from 
the churn standing against the 
chimney rock. The Hatfields 
rushed the door. Old Randall and 
Calvin ran toward the crib. Calvin 
was shot but Old Randall got away. 
Sarah, the wife of Old Randall, was 
beaten with guns but she recov- 
ered. 


Two or three nights later, Bud 
McCoy says, about 35 men came 
to the house of his father, Lark 
McCoy, on Peter Creek, and de- 
manded a chicken supper and that 
the bees be robbed to provide 
sweetenin’, “Pa evedrapped ’em,” 
says Bud, “and heard ’em say they 
was goin’ a mile up the creek to 
kill Uncle Smith Carter, a Union 
man, and his wife and a young man 
named Frank Phillips, who was 
livvin’ with them. After that they 
was goin’ to kill everybody to the 
mouth of Peter at Tug. They was 
goin’ to make Peter Creek run 
more blood than it had ever run 
water, 


“After supper they started to 
Smith Carter’s and Pa sent Bill 
Daniels, his brother-in-law, -down 
the creek to warn the people out. 
But the Hatfields hadn’t gone very 
far until they decided to put it off 
to the next night. Pa, layin’ in a 
fence corner, heard them change 
their plans, . 


“The next day Pa went to Pike- 
ville and got guns and man power 
and they laid at the mouth of 
Grapevine and when the Hatfields 
come along between a clift rock 
and Tug River our men opened 
fire on them and 14 of them was 
killed. After that my pa, Lark 
McCoy, was captain of the McCoys, 
and he was a man for the Hat- 
fields to fear. At one time and 
another he killed old Jim Vance, 
the meanest one in the Hatfield 
gang, and Bill Dempsey and Bill 
Hare and a feller they called Long 
Hair. Pa lived until four years 
ago and died natural at the age of 
86. 


“In later years, after the truce, 
Pa always said he didn’t want any 
more trouble, but it wouldn’t do 
for him to meet Old Anse or Cap 
Hatfield. He kept his old gun 
oiled and cleaned and when, the

But before Pa 
got the saddle on his mare he saw 
Elliott Hatfield come ridin’ up the 
creek, Elliott, you see, was a 
medical doctor. So pa called to 
him to light. At first Elliott kinda 
faltered. ‘Lark,’ says he, “you don’t 
aim to serve me like they served 
Jeff, do you?” Him and pa both 
knowed full well how Jeff McCoy 
had been ‘ticed into escapin’ in the 
woods after Cap Hatfield, a deputy 
—Elliott’s brother—had tied Uncle 
Jeff's wrists. Elliott and pa both 
knowed how Elliott’s folks had 
shot Jeff McCoy down, helpless. So 

called back to Elliott, still 
sittin’ in the saddle in front of our 
house. ‘Ell’t,’ says pa, ‘I wouldn’t 
harm a harr of your head. I’ve got 
nothin in this world agin you.

Once Bud McCoy was ridin’ with. 


his brother Joe down Pidgeon 
Creek in Mingo County and it was

come to,” said Bud to Joe, “I’m 
goin’ to ask them to take us in for 
the night.” 

They came to a house and hel- 
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loed, according to the custom. A 
man came out and they asked if 
they could stay the night. “Yes, 
siree,” the man said, “light and 
come in.” 


They lighted and went in and the 
man asked the question that is al- 
ways asked when strangers meet 
in the mountains, “What mought 
your names be?” 


“We're McCoys,” Bud said. 

*“Mine’s Hatfield,” said their host. 
They spoke their glad-to-meet-yous 
and shook hands. 


“You wouldn’t be Lark McCoy’s 
boys, would you?” Hatfield asked, 
and they said they were the sons 
of the man who had been hated 
and feared by all the Hatfields.

Make 
the stuffing as follows: Six cups 
of soft bread crumbs, one teaspoon 
of salt, one-half teaspoon of pepper, 
one-half teaspoon of sage, one-half 
teaspoon of thyme, one tablespoon 
of chopped onion, one tablespoon 
of chopped parsley and one-third 
cup of melted butter or shortening. 
If mushrooms are available add 
one cup, chopped. Mix thoroughly 
by ‘tossing lightly. Stuff lamb, 
skewer the opening together or 
sew it with a needle and thread. 
Place in a hot oven (450 degrees 
F.) for 20 minutes. Then reduce 
heat to moderate (325-350 degrees 
F.) and continue roasting, allowing 
20 minutes to each potind. Baste 
occasionally and season with salt 
and pepper just before leaving the 
oven. 


Place lamb on a hot platter and 
pour off all but two tablespoons 
of the drippings from the pan in 
which the b was roasted. Mix 
two tablespoons of flour in the pan 
with the drippings and when 
thoroughly mixed, gradually add 
one cup of water and one-half cup 
of tomato juice. Stir over low heat 
until boiling point is reached, 


scraping and stirring all particles 
of meat essence well into the 
gravy. Remove from heat and sea- 
son with salt and pepper, one table- 
spoon of lemon juice and a dash of 
Worcestershire sauce. Strain and 
serve with the lamb. 

There are many who prefer mint 
sauce to gravy; and as it is very 
simple to make why not serve it 
also. 

MINT SAUCE, 


One-half cup mild vinegar, one 
tablespoon powdered sugar, two 
tablespoons finely chopped mint. 

Dissolve powdered sugar in vin- 
egar. When dissolved pour it over 
finely chopped mint leaves. Let 
stand 30 minutes or tonger before 
using. This sauce should be served 
warm, sO let it steep near heat of 
range.

CURRANT MINT SAUCE. 

One glass currant jelly (6 
ounces), grated rind of half an 
Orange, one tablespoon finely 
minced mint leaves, .

Have butcher cut one and one- 
half pounds of chuck or round of 
beef in cubes of about one and 
one-half inches.

If the sauce is too thin, thicken 
it. with a little flour mixed to a 
smooth paste with a little water. 
Steak and kidney pie should have 
a fairly’ good quantity of sauce. 
That’s easy—add more stock or 
water when the meat is tender, 
Transfer it to an earthen or glass 
Oven proof casserole. Let it cool, 
then cover with pastry top.

RONT-DOOR keys are essential in that — enable the front door 

to be closed againgt thieves, or at least force the thieves to enter 

by a window or the back door which. probably has pete left un- 
locked, 
Few households enjoy the luxury of a front-door key for each mem- 
ber of the family. The father alone ranks a personal key which is 
presumed to be in his possession at all times, but others have keys 
allotted to them according to need. This leads to the popular family 
custom of speeding each individual departing for an evening engagement 
with loud cries of “Don't forget the front-door key!” Nevertheless, in 
spite of every precaution, front-door keys are so often forgotten that 
no sooner has a person left the house than doubts and misgivings 
arise as to whether the front-door key was taken along. The only 
way to settle the question is to check all front-door keys on the prem- 
ises against the total keys existing or believed to exist. This is rather 
unsatisfactory since nobody is ever certain how many keys there should 
be. Furthermore, if one is missing there is always the possibility that 
it has not been taken away but is in somebody’s handbag or on some- 
body’s bureau upstairs. 2 
The only safe procedure, therefore, is to leave the front door un- 
locked and trust that this is the thieves’ night off or that they are 
operating in another section of the town. Or else a key may be left in 
a secret spot with which all members of the family are acquainted. 
Under the doormat, of course! Since thieves may be presumed to be 
poor family men they are not likely to be in on the secret. But even 
if they are they can be thwarted by alternating the corner of the 
mat under which the key is hidden, 
Otherwise the absent person may return after midnight and ova, (the 
to resort to ringing the doorbell, pounding on the door, calling aloud, 
and tossing pebbles at the windows, It is surprising how parents, a

Carries On for Freedom 
By Colvin MePherson 


O most theatergoers, “The Man Who Came to Dinner’ will never 
T refer to Alexander Woollcott, celebrated wit, raconteur and critic, 

who inspired the writing of that comedy, but Monty Woolley, the 
bearded, eagle-eyed actor who played “The Man Who Came to Dinner” 
on the Broadway stage and on the screen. 

Similarly Mr. Woolley himself will probably have accomplished a 


screen miracle if he ever ceases to be that same character he and 
the authors of the play created. In “The Pied Piper,” the Ambassador's 


wonderfully enjoyable comedy drama, he goes right on playing the/ 


game role, with some slight variations of time and place, He finds the 
human race as annoying as ever, he has the same contempt for under- 
lings, he bristles with rage just as often and he phrases his abuse 
in the same fine King’s English. 

It is probably this latter ability that is the key to the character. 
Woollcott is internationally famous as a word-worker and Woolley him- 
self, a former assistant professor of the drama at Yale, can lay his 
adversaries low with a sentence. Safely protected from such venom, 
stage and screen audiences always find a person of this sort delight- 
ful and not only Woolley, but also Charles Laughton, Edna May Oliver 
and Lionel Barrymore have made capital of well-timed, well-phrased 
insults. 


He Really Isn't British, 
Just a Former Yale Prof 

UT while Woolley, as Mr. Howard, the retired Britisher in “The 
B Pied Piper,” thoroughly dislikes children and tells one of them to 

“shut up from now on” in such elegant language as “keep your 
irresponsible contentions to yourself!”, he has an underlying tenderness 
toward children and his patriotism‘is unimpeachable. A scene in which 
he simply looks at a French child suffering from shock and says only, 
“Oh, my!” will bring tears to many eyes and his glee over the R. A. F. 
bombing of Nazi-held Brest will be shared by Americans as well as 
British. His unrelenting defiance of the Nazis is wonderful. 

Although his pronunciation and manner in “The Pied Piper” are 

_more British than American, Woolley would be the first to disclaim 
any English connections. His family has been 310 years American and 
if his accent and dignity are a little strange to this part of the country, 
it is only that he is such a thorough Easterner. His name is really 
Montiliion Woolley, he was born in New York, holds two degrees from 
Yale, one from Harvard and lately received an honorary degree from 
Williams College. 

For many years, he was an assistant professor and lecturer on the 
history of the drama at Yale and in his classes had many budding 
geniuses who are now figures of the Broadway stage or Hollywood 
colony. A director on Broadway, beard and all, after he left Yale, he 
went to Hollywood to do his first professional acting. And although 
Hollywood was quite glad to use him when the part called for dignity 
and a beard, few movie fans will remember him from the days before 

he played “The Man Who Came to Dinner.”

As Luck Would Have 
it—And Luck Barely Did 


DDLY enough, the role that is today his stock in trade did not 

come through any special recognition. In writing “The Man Who 

Came to Ditner,” George 8. Kaufman and Moss Hart had only one 
man in mind—Alexander Woollcott. The play was about Woollcott, 
Woollcott would play the title role. And he did, eventually, in one of 
the road companies, ¥ 

But at the time “The Man Who Came to Dinner” was ready to 
open on Broadway, Woollcott had flown forth on a lecture tour. The 
part was offered to Robert Morley, young English actor who played 
in “Oscar Wilde” on the stage and opposite Norma Shearer in “Marie 
Antoinette” on the screén. Morley thought it wasn’t his type of thing. 
Adolphe Menjou was next approached and almost accepted but didn’t. 
Kaufman and Hart. were more or less up a tree when somebody sug- 
gested Woolley, then on the West Coast 

Hart got Woolley on the telephone and asked, “Can you come to 
New York right away for the leading role in my new play?” 

Woolley, mindful of the limits of his acting career in Hollywood, 
said, “Aw, you're kidding!” 

It took some time to assure him but once assured, he accepted 
the role, and in time made people forget the play was even about 
Woollcott. Those who saw Woollcott himself later as the caustic Sheri- 
dan Whiteside thought him decidedly inferior. 

Woolley, as a result, has returned to Hollywood in triumph and 
gives every promise of becoming a favorite screen figure. His savage 
and studied affronts bring roars of laughter in “The Pied Piper,” they 
may be expected to bring others in “Life Begins at magne Shisty,” his 
next feature. = 

They say he muffed one line in “The Pied Piper,” which his for- 
mer students at Yale, who used to be warned, “If you blow your lines, 
I'll kill you!”, consider almost incredible. They say that Woolley, called 
on to recite, “Holiday friendships are not always remembered so warmly,” 
read the line quite clearly as, “Hollywood friendships are not always 
remembered so warmly.” And those near enough to see say there was 
that unmistakable gleam in his eye. 


Just as Fine as Woolley, 
But of a Nazi Nature 

HE title player in “The Pied Piper” does not take all the acting 
1* of the week, either in the new films generally or in his 

own particular vehicle, Otto Preminger plays such an excellent 
Nazi.Gestapo chief in “The Pied Piper” that many persons will be 
asking where he comes from and if he really is a captured Hitler- 
heiler, brought back alive. 

Preminger is Viennese and has been in this country long enough 
to establish himself in the theater. Like Woolley, he has spent many 
years as a director and has offered examples of his work in Vienna, 
New York and Hollywood. 

One of the most talented of young screen actresses appears also 
in “The Pied Piper.” She is Anne Baxter, best remembered from the 
past as the backwoods beauty in “Swamp Water.” With some training 
on the Broadway stage and two years’ study with Maria Ouspenskaya, 
Miss Baxter has acquired far more skill than the average Hollywood 
discovery and is currently very much in demand. She plays a French 
girl in the film at the Ambassador. 

No one, recalling “The Pied Piper,” wows neglect to mention young 
Roddy McDowall, who in a few short months has come to reconcile 
the public to the fact that Freddie Bartholomew long since has become 
@ grown man. . 

Two of the screen’s most polished gentlemen, one on the right side, 
one on the wrong, are seen in “Crossroads,” at Loew's. This out-of-date 
crook drama is saved by a few surprises and by performances of 
William Powell, Basil Rathbone, Ciaire Trevor, Hedy Lamarr, Margaret 
Wycherly and others. 

Even the Art Theater makes its contribution to gallery of 
notables, in a revival of “Peg of Old Drury,” which came out in 1986 
and which was played at the Art Theater in October, 1939. In this 


English film, Anna Neagle represents Peg Woffington, the eighteenth

Hollywood Spies Take 
Pictures of Army Revue 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22 (AP). 

PECTATORS at the Army’s 
85* Broadway hit show “This 

Is the Army,” a few nights ago 
may have been puzzled by contin- 
ual flashes of light from the wings 
throughout the performance, 

That was the advance guard of 
a civilian body named Warner 
Bros. doing some photographic 
reconnaissance on an epochal en- 
tertainment project: The first 
regular full-length feature movie 
cast virtually in its entirety from 
the United States Army. 

When the stage version—Irving 
Berlin’s global-war analogue of his 
World War “Yip, Yip, Yaphank”— 
opened a few weeks ago, it re- 
ceived such an enthusiastic recep- 
tion that the Brothers Warner 
plunked down $250,000 in a non- 
rubber check to the Army relief 
fund for the privilege of making a 
celluloid version of the show. 

The picture will be started in a 
few weeks, on a regular million- 
dollar “A” ‘picture scale, at the 
ivied Warner foundry in Burbank, 
Cal.

On a 
raised platform a fragile blonde 
plays upon a harp, and on the sa- 
loon floor a Negro waiter frequent- 
ly walks to the footlights and 
makes speeches directly to the 
audience in which he preaches 
upon barroom philosophy and at- 
tempts to explain to the audience 
what is happening upon the stage. 
“I like to talk,” he says, and 
that line perhaps is most fitting as 
Saroyan’s trade-mark. 

For all of Saroyan’s characters 
in this barroom play continually 
talk and rarely say anything that 
either makeg a story or offers any 
well-considered commentary. 


The play dribbles to an end with 
the characters pretending that il- 
lusion is gone and that they are 
all really dead. 

The other play, “Talking To 
You,” is a fantastic allegory which 
becomes almost laughable. It is 
the story of Blackstone Boulevard, 
a Negro prizefighter who has abil- 
ity; but loses fights he should win 
because he quits fighting when he 
is convinced his opponent is a good 
man. If a man is good, he argues, 
one should allow him to win. 

The productions do have both 
good casts and engaging settings. 
The Negro actor, Canada Lee, and 
a cast of willing actors and actress- 
es do their best to make sense of 
Saroyan’s lines, but it seems a 
hopeless task. At one point, too, 
in “Across The Board On Tomor- 
row Morning” the well-known poet, 
Maxwell Bodenheim, comes. on 
stage and recites one of his Own 
poems for apparently no reason. 

Both ventures seem a vast waste 
of everyone’s time, including Saro- 
yan’s.

Missouri Supreme Court  an- 
nounced today that he would file 
formal declaration of his candida- 
cy to succeed himself with the 
Secretary of State Monday. He 
will. be the first appellate. judge 
in the State to submit his record | 
to the approval of the voters un-| 
der the non-partisan court amend- 
ment to the Constitution, adopted 


in 1940. 


There will be no candidate op- 
posing Judge Tipton, whose name 
will appear on a judicial ballot, 
separate from the regular election 
ballot. The voters will,yote on the 
question: “Shall Judge Ernest M, 
Tipton be retained as Judge of the 
Suupreme -Court?” 

Judge Tipton will complete a 10- 
year term on the court Jan. 1, 
having been elected in 1932, Un- 
der his influence, the court has 
made a record for expeditious 
handling of litigation. When he 
was Chief Justice in 1939, the 
court for the first time in 50 years 
caught up with its docket. 
Throughout hig term, Judge Tip- 
ton has written every opinion as- 
signed to him during the term at 
which the case was argued. 

Supports Bar Association. 

A recent check of the court rec- 
ords, made at. the request of the 
Missouri Bar Association, showed 
that during a _ three-and-one-half- 
year period covered by the investi- 
gation, Judge Tipton had written 
more opinions than any other 
member of the court. He has ac- 
tively supported the Missouri Bar 
Association and the bar commit- 
tees in their work of protection 
against the unethical practice of 
law.
